This directive applies to all VOSH personnel, and specifically to
Occupati onal Heal th Enforcenent and Consultation Services personnel.

Backgr ound.

In 1993, the Advisory Conmmttee on Construction Safety and Health
(ACCSH) recomrended that OSHA i ssue a non-nmandatory appendix to the
standard for Hazardous Waste Operations and Energency Response,
General Industry, 81910.120, which contains guidelines for mninmm
training curriculum The ACCSH reconmmended that OSHA base its
training guidelines on a docunent entitled, "MnimumCriteria for
Worker Health and Safety Training for Hazardous Waste QOperations and
Ener gency Response."™ This docunent, devel oped during a neeting
sponsored by the National Institute of Environnental Health Science
NI EHS), represents views of technical experts rather than an offici al
OSHA position.

The purpose of the NIEHS training guidelines was to establish criteria
to determine the quality of enployee health and safety training
progranms. Appendix E is not only based upon the N EHS docunment but

al so upon other training program gui dance docunents, such as docunents
devel oped by the National Fire Protection Association (NFPA) and the

I nternational Association of Fire Service Instructors. These

gui delines, believed to be especially critical for neeting the
training requirenments of 29 CFR 1910. 120, were published by OSHA as a
non- mandat ory Appendi x E.

In the last two paragraphs of Appendix B to 81910. 120, federal OSHA
made techni cal anmendnents to certain outdated references nmade to the
NFPA st andards. The NFPA standards, referred to in the existing text,
are no | onger "under devel opnent” but were published in 1990 as

vol untary consensus standards by NFPA. The revisions to Appendi x B
now recogni ze the adoption of these NFPA standards.

These techni cal anendnents and non-mandat ory appendi ces are added for
i nformati onal purposes and do not change regul atory requirenents.

Summary.

Federal OSHA issued technical anendnents to existing Appendix B and
added a new non-nandatory Appendix E to both 29 CFR 1910. 120 and 29
CFR 1926. 65, Hazardous Waste Operations and Energency Response.

The technical anendnents to the Appendi x B, "General Description and

Di scussion of the Levels of Protection and Protective Gear," involve
updating certain reference sources listed in Appendix B to both 29 CFR
1910. 120 and 29 CFR 1926. 65.

The new Appendi x E of 881910. 120 and 1926. 65, "Training Curricul um

Gui del ines, " provides suggested guidelines for a nore effective
training curriculumand program The mandatory requirenents for the
training prograns are set forth in the main body of 8§81910.120 and
1926.65. The addition of a non-mandatory Appendi x E to these sections
wi |l provide supplenentary information that can be used by enpl oyers
for training program devel opnent directed toward training those

enpl oyees engaged i n hazardous waste operations and emnergency response
activities within the scope of 881910.120 or 1926. 65.
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Hazar dous Waste Operations and Energency Response,
881910. 120 [ VR 425-02-184] and 1926. 65 [ VR 425-02-183]



When the regul ations, as set forth in the non-nmandatory Appendices B and E
of the standards for Hazardous Waste Operations and Enmergency Response,
881910. 120 and 1926.65, are applied to the Comm ssioner of the Departnent
of Labor and Industry and/or to Virginia enployers, the follow ng federal
